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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


As another year calls for a report from the School 
Board concerning our schools, it affords us great pleas- 
ure to be able to say that they have been making 

progress and decided improvement. The time has 
* surely arrived when we can see the superior advantage 
of our town’ system over the district school. Every 
scholar in town has had the opportunity of being in 
school thirty-two weeks the past year. Ought we not 
to rejoice in this equality, this levelling up from the old 
method? It is just, and in keeping with the principles 
of our government. 

The pupils from the farms and outskirts of the town 
are coming to rank as high in scholarship as those in 
the centres and near the school house, because of 
enjoying equal school advantages, and being inclined 
to apply themselves closely to their studies. 

It is proving of striking benefit having the school 
books furnished by the town. Now the teachers can 
put their pupils to work immediately at the opening of 
the schools, and classify them much better. Formerly 
the first week was usually lost, or nearly so, for the 
want of suitable supplies, and therefore, proper grading. 
As a rule we find the scholars are disposed to treat the 
books with care; however, in some instances they show 
more wear and soil than they should. The School 
Board and teachers have endeavored to make the pupils 
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realize that they are responsible for the books while they - 
are loaned to them, and subject to pay damage for any 
unnecessary wear and injury done them. In a few 
instances fines have been assessed and collected. The 
ensuing year a greater strictness in this regard will be 
required. All pencil markings, doubling down of 
leaves and bending the covers too far back are peremp- 
torily forbidden, and will subject all violators in these 
respects to heavy fines. Let all parents co-operate with 
teachers and the School Board in remedying this mis- 
use of books, and it will prove a great blessing to the 
young, and may prove the means of causing more care 
to be exercised in handling and reading our town library - 
books. 

The length of the schools the past year has been 
thirty-two weeks; last year they were but thirty weeks. 
This year the grammar school had an extra week, not 
paid for by the town; making its length thirty-three 
weeks for the year, as all the schools should have, 
dividing them into terms of eleven weeks each. 

- Our schools have been well accommodated as to 
room with the exception of the primary in No. 2. In 
this school there have been in attendance from 75 to 
95 pupils, over-crowding the room and putting altogether 
too much responsibility upon one teacher. ‘This school 
should be divided, making two of it, as soon as con- 
veniences can be provided for it. 

Only in a very few instances has any damage been 
done by the scholars to the school property during the 
year, and in these cases it has been accidental, and 
paid for by the unfortunate parties. The School Board 
have not been able to discover any new marks of the 
jack-knife on the desks, or defacements, inside or out- 
side of the school buildings. It would seem that the 
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pupils generally had aimed to be neat and tidy in the 
schools and about them. This is right and should be 
required of all scholars. 3 , 

The students when out of school for the most part 
have conducted themselves with propriety, guarding 
against boisterousness and ill-manners; sometimes,, 
however, they have made more disturbance about the 
post office than they should, or we trust will, in the 
future. Young folks can and should be orderly and 
respectful in all places. 


ScHoot No. I. 


This school the first term was under the charge of 
Miss Alice J. Lawrence, which completed two years 
that she had taught the school with success. She 
proved herself a devoted teacher. For the last two 
terms it has been under the charge of Miss Estella 
Sargent, who is surely mistress of the situation, giving 
herself to the welfare of her pupils. Her school has 
been very still and orderly, showing that when the ma- 
chinery of the school-room is in perfect repair, it runs 
quietly, doing the best work. The average daily at- 
tendance for the year has been 24. The number of 
pupils not absent the first term, 3; the second, 7; and 
the third, 5. Guy Richardson has not been absent nor 
tardy for the year. Helen Wiswall and Nellie Bemis 
have had their names on the roll of honor for two terms, 
and 15 have thus been enrolled for one term. The con- 
duct of all the pupils is marked good, and most of them 
very good. 102 visitors have been in this school dur- 
ing the year, and the School Board have made 12 visits 
to it. This has been a profitable school. 
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ScHoo.t No. 2—Havine Four GRADES. 
THE PRIMARY SCHOOL. 


This grade has been in the charge of Miss E. E. 
Randall for three years and more, a teacher of large 
experience and consecrated to her work. Hers has 
been a crowded room, full of young buoyant life, yet 
remarkably well controlled. The teacher has shown 
great skill in planning so that the throngs of little folk 
would have something all the time to do; many of them 
have manifested much genius in fulfilling requirements. 
The wants of their bodies, heads and hearts during 
school hours have been carefully looked after. Miss 
Randall’s room has been full of sunshine whether the 
sun shone or not. It is gratifying to realize how little 
ones have advanced in reading, spelling, writing, and 
learning so many good things, and among the best is 
singing ; and how they will sing! Far better than the 
birds, for they are not confined to one key, but will run 
up and down the scale, beating time and pouring out 
sweetest songs. We do not see how any one after vis- 
iting this school can question the need of having sing- 
ing in school, or asserting that it is not natural for 
children to sing. It is being so taught as to be one of 
the best disciplines and exercise for exact thinking. 

The average number of pupils for the year has 
been 70. Jennie Clouter is the only one who has not 
been absent nor tardy during the year. 12 names were 
on the Roll of Honor the second term, and 3 the third. 
There have been 109 visitors. ‘The School Board have 
made 14 visits. 


THE SECOND PRIMARY SCHOOL. 


This school has been under the tuition of Miss E. 
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A. Sawyer for upwards of three years, and has been 
changed from a poor school to a good one. Both the 
teaching and government have been of a high order. 
Decided progress has been made on the part of the 
pupils ; however, some of them have not been so ready 
to comply with the wishes of the teacher and the School 
Board as is desired as to stillness, attentiveness, and 
guarding against whispering. 

Elsie Knight’s name is on the Roll of Honor for the 
year; and the names of Carrie Moors, Nellie Aldrich, 
and Perley Due for two terms; some 30 others for one 
term. The average number of pupils, 55; the grade 
of conduct has ranged from 70 to 95; the larger number 
has ranked above 85. The number of visitors, 144; 
the visits by the Committee, 22. This school promises 
well. 


THE INTERMEDIATE SCHOOL. 


Its teacher has been for more than a year, Miss 
Julia E. Reed. The average number of pupils belong- 
ing to the school, 31. As to deportment, the girls have 
ranked from 80 to 95, the majority above go; the boys 
from 70 to 95, only a few standing above go. The 
grade of the first division in their studies has ranged 
from 55 to 98; the second division from 65 to 94. 
While the teacher has labored arduously for the greatest 
advancement of her pupils, some of them have not done 
their best as to order and diligence, and hence have not 
got the discipline for close thinking which scholars of 
their age should have. We rejoice that this number is 
few and that the larger proportion by far is accomplish- 
ing excellent work. Itshould be borne carefully in mind 
that a pupil is to be estimated by his moral standing 
and power to think; if there is lack in this regard his 
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future is foreboding. Miss Reed is a teacher of large © 
experience and deeply interested in her vocation. 145 
visits are recorded for the year, and 29 have been made 
by the School Board. The names of Josephine W. 
Lawrence, Edith W. Peck, Charles Moors, and Win- 
field H. Stone are upon the roll of honor for the year; 
Vida E. Brooks, Abbie H. Dexter, Lula G. Matthews, 
and Charles A. Sawyer on the roll for two terms; 12 
others for one term and still others would have been 
enrolled had it not been for sickness. 


GRAMMAR AND HIGH SCHOOL. 


As atown we have reason to be highly gratified 
with our grammar school; for we are justified in re- 
garding it one of the best in the state. All who have 
visited it do know that good order and the most intense 
thought prevailed in it. It has afforded us great pleas- 
ure as we have often seen it, to witness the diligence of 
the students, to feel the quiet of the room, the prompt 
response to the call of the bell and the deep earnestness 
and attention in recitation. This school is no place for 
the wayward, or indifferent. With scarcely an excep- 
tion the students seem anxious to learn and desirous to 
make the most out of their time possible, and certainly 
they should not be hindered by the lawless—they must 
not be. Every scholar in this school is old enough to 
do just right and regard every regulation of the school 
which is looking to the good of the whole, aiming to 
develop the highest manhood and purest womanhood. 
It is one of the greatest blessings for the young to be 
taught to think accurately and quickly. 

Miss Fredrietta T. Hill who has had charge of the 
school for nearly three years, came highly recommended 
by some of the leading educational authorities of the 
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state and country, as being a superior teacher and dis-: 
ciplinarian; and certainly she has not fallen in her 
work below the commendations. 

The average attendance of this school has been 35 ; 
the average rank in scholarship has been go or more on 
a scale of 100 in all the studies; standing in arithmetic 
as high as 92; in history, 95 ; in grammar, 94; geology ~ 
and physics, 95; what is best of all is, most of the 
students ranked high in deportment. Walter T. Fuller 
has not been tardy nor absent for the year; Laura M. 
Merriam, Gertrude M. Wiswall, Nancy E. Winch, 
Eugene F. Mason, Harry D. Towne, Charles L. Wis- 
wall, Lida L. Davis and Edward M’Quade have not 
been absent nor tardy for two terms; and several others 
have not been for one term; and still others would not 
have been, had it not been for sickness. 


ScHOOL No. 3. 


This school has been under the instruction for nearly 
two years of Miss M. L. Farnum, who has been keep- 
ing one of the best of schools. She portrays a decided 
faculty to make her pupils learn. Through object lessons 
and original devices she stimulates the beginners and 
the French children to take hold of the elements of our 
language in the right way, and so they advance rapidly, 
as she drills and leads them on. ‘The special object of 
the teaching has seemed to be, to help the pupils to 
think. The drawing out system does not exist in this 
school; it should notin any. The average attendance 
has varied much from term to term, because the inhab- 
itants near it have been frequently shifting their location, 
thereby taking away and bringing in children. The 
spring and summer terms were very full, while the 
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winter has not been half solarge. The average attend- — 
ance for the year has been 23. The ages of the schol- 
ars have varied from 6 to 13 years. They have ranked 
high as to conduct, and stood well in their studies. 
Whispering has not abounded in this school and should 
not in any school-room during study hours. The chil- 
dren have appeared very kindly to the teacher and to 
one another. No pupil is enrolled for perfect attendance 
for the year; Mary and Annie Byron have not been 
tardy nor absent for two terms; and several have not 
been for one term. ‘The school has been favored with 
60 visitors, and 14 visits from the Committee. 


SCHOOL No. 4. 


The first term of the year of this school was taught 
by Miss E. A. Sargent; the second by Miss G. M. 
Emerson; and the third by Miss Ellen Taft. The 
school now is in excellent condition. The present 
teacher is a veteran in the school-room, and fully up 
with the times. She knows what to do and how to do 
it, to keep her pupils interested and pressing on in the 
right course. This school deserves to stand on a hill, 
for it has much light to reflect. The banner class of 
the town in mental arithmetic the past term, it is 
believed, belongs to this school. 

The average attendance for the year has been 16; 
8 names are on the roll of perfect attendance for the 
first term of the year ; 1 the second; and 3 the third; 
it is hoped that all the pupils may thus be enrolled 
another year; for all have ranked well in scholarship 
and deportment. There have been by parents and 
others, 68 visits, and 15 by the Committee. 
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It is to be deeply regretted that about one-ninth of 
the time and money devoted to schools the past year 
has been lost through non-attendance. Where the 
cause of absences has been sickness, we should feel to 
submit to this misfortune with composure, but where it 
has been occasioned by wanton neglect, or by parents 
for the sake of the earnings of the children, it is a great 
mistake and an inexcusable wrong, to say the least, 
and should not be permitted. Parents who will treat 
their children in such a manner are deserving to be put 
into the house of correction. They not only do their 
own children a lasting injury, but all other children 
with whom they are connected in school, by rendering 
their own drawbacks in classes and general school work. 
All violators in this regard should be made to suffer to 
the extent of the law. 

More or less singing has been practised in all our 
schools, and certainly should be continued. Great 
credit is due Miss Randall, who has done so much 
since she came to town to introduce into our schools a 
true system of musical instruction. She has deservedly 
met with great success. 

From facts we are led to believe that our town has 
not invested too much money the past year in the minds 
and hearts of the children. What else can stimulate 
and afford us so much hope as to see the young advanc- 
ing in true culture of mind and heart? We should thor- 
oughly understand that there is no hope in grafting upon 
old stocks. ‘This clinging to the past with no eye on 
the future is tending to sure decay. Doting upon the 
old and incessantly reciting lamentations have never 
moved the world, but laying hold of promises has 
speeded it onward. If our schools are such as to 
awaken the minds and hearts of our youths to highest 
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purpose and grandest effort, the future looks bright, the 
sky is clear and the earth foretells of richest harvests. 
In such a condition the people feel social and glad to 
meet on a common level. 

Our town system is tending to this end, it is believed, 
encouraging social intercourse, and the cultivation of 
good manners, creating a sense of character superior to 
gossip, which is the bane of many places, engendering 
personal confidence and self-respect. Let man be sep- 
arated from good society and he rusts into a shy, low- 
minded, tantalizing being, and becomes as contracted 
in his prejudices as he is in his life. This will cause 
agriculture to droop, manufactures to wane, and prop- 
erty to become valueless. 

So character building is what our schools should aim 
at, developing all the noble qualities of soul belonging 
to human nature, in order that our youths shall be able 
to stand upright, if by worldly misfortune they become 
stripped of honor, wealth and outward prosperity. 
Their education should tend to render them at length 
men and women of substance, not mere show, as though 
made and finished by the tailor and dressmaker. Our 
country is not in need of ghosts and shams; we have 
already too much of such stuff in congress, legisla- 
tures, and public stations. We want men and women, 
solid, true and noble; and we shall have them if our 
schools are fostered and made to do their perfect work. 

While as a town we should insist on practising econ- 
omy, allowing no money to be wasted, nevertheless we 
should not permit from stint of money any untrained 
teacher to take charge of a school, or allow any want 
of proper discipline to prevail, or suffer any decrease 
of the demanded number of weeks of schooling yearly, 
so as to be unable to do as thorough mental work, as is 
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being done in Hinsdale, Winchester and Keene; in 
these towns there are from. thirty-three to thirty-six 
weeks’ schooling annually. We ought to have each 
year three terms of eleven weeks each in all our schools. 
In conclusion, the School Board are pleased to 
express their gratitude to the teachers and parents gen- 
erally for the sympathy and co-operation which they 
have received at their hand, and hope that all may per- 
sist in laboring to render our schools as beacons to 
make radiant our valleys and glow from our hills, to 
add beauty, Christian character and lasting glory to 
Marlborough.

TRUSTEES OF THE FROST FREE LIBRARY. 


The Trustees of the Frost Free Library beg leave 
to report as follows: 

1. The whole number of books taken out during 
the year was 7,233.. Last year, 7,741. The dimin- 
ished number is probably due to the fact, that no new 
books were added during the year. Largest number in 
one day, 229, Feb. 15. Smallest number in one day, 
87, June 28. 

2. The new catalogue is in the hands of the print- 
er, and before our next annual report, we hope it will 
be completed and ready for use, as it is much needed. 

3. By vote the re-arrangement of the paths was left 
in the hands of a committee chosen for that purpose, 
and, when the work is completed, all will doubtless 
appreciate the improvement. | 

4. It was voted to release to the town, for the pur- 
pose of a road, a strip of land on the southeast side of 
the land recently acquired by the library. This road 
has been laid out and built by the Selectmen. 

5. Itis hoped by the Trustees that the people of 
the town will show their interest in the library and their 
appreciation of its value, by increased consideration in 
the care of books sent to their homes. Many books 
are found defaced by pencil markings and injured in 
other ways by careless handling. It seems as if they 
are carelessly used because they are considered public 
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property, but books loaned ‘from the library should be 
treated with even more consideration and care than pri- 
vate property, in order that they may be preserved for 
use for the longest possible time, and so do good to the 
largest number. We hope that increased thoughtful- 
ness and care in the preservation of the books, will 
prove that our people are not unmindful of the great 
privilege of having the use of a free library.

5:—To hear the reports of the Town Treasurer and 
Board of Selectmen to the Town Auditors; the reports 
of the Auditors, Agents, Committees, or other officers 
heretofore chosen or appointed, and to pass any vote 
relating thereto. 

6.—To see how the town will divide the income of 
the ministerial fund. 
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7.—To see if the town will vote to supply the Town 
House building with running water and appropriate 
money for the same, or act in any manner relating 
thereto. 
8.—To see if the town will vote the free use of the 
Town Hall to the Woman’s Christian ‘Temperance 
Union, or act in any manner relating thereto. 
9.—To see if the town will vote to finish fencing the 
library ground, or act in any manner relating thereto. 
10.—To see if the town will vote to relinquish the 
note which it holds against Charles A. Bemis, or act in 
any manner in relation thereto. 
11.—To see if the town will vote to purchase a 
Steam Fire Engine and appropriate money for the same, 
or act in any manner in relation thereto. 
12.—To transact all other business which may come 
before said meeting.
